W hilst Spain was convulsed by revolutionary disor­ 
der, Paris was enlivened by a succession of brilliant en­ 
tertainments. 
O f these, one of the most remarkable 
was a masquerade given by the Grand-Duchess of Berg. 
In the course of the evening a quadrille was danced :— 
this was really the first one which deserved the name ; 
for those introduced at the marriage o f the Princess of 
Baden, had none of the characteristics of a quadrille, 
except that of being d tnced by four couple dressed in 
red, green and blue. 
The costume, which the Grand- 
Duchess of Berg selected was that of the Tyrelese 
peasantry. 
The quadrille was 
danced entirely by ladies, and 
their costume consisted o f a short petticoat of woollen 
cloth, edged with a band o f deep blue, figured with a 
flower pattern, worked in worsted and gold. 
T he cor­ 
sage was composed o f broad straps of cloth correspond­ 
ing with the petticoat, and trimmed with gold braiding. 
These straps were placed horizontally over and andar 
corsage consisting of a chemisette of plaited cambric. 
The sleeves were of cambric, descending to the wrist, 
where they were fastened by a gold button. 
T he head­ 
dress consisted of a veil of Indian muslin, bordered with 
gold. 
This becoming costume was completed by red 
stockings clocked with gold. 
The Grand Duchess had arranged that the quadrille 
should h#5 exchHively danced by temales. 
W e made a 
party of sixtlR i Tyrolean peasant girls, and v\e were 
headed by our bai'lli. 
T h u venerable personage was 
represented by Mademoiselle Adelaide de Lagrange. 
The Grand D uchess, for some reason or 01 her, did 
riot wish the quadrille dancers to assemble at her resi­ 
dence in the Elysee-Napoleon. 
She requested that they 
rnighi meet at iny house and proceed altogether to the 
Elysee 
Her Highness gave orders to this effect to D es- 
preaux, the director o f the court ballets. 
About nine 
o ’clock, I had a rehearsal of the quadrille, in the grand 
gallery of my hotel. 
Several o f my friends, who were 
not included in the Grand-Duchess’s invitation, came to 
see the dance, and w e were unexpectedly enlivened by 
an incident which I will here relate. 
It was half-past ten : the moment of our departure to 
the place was approaching. 
I counted iny masks.— 
There were fourteen, the right number. 
There were 
the Countess du Chatel, the Countess Regnauld de St 
Jean d’Angely, the ItYineess of W agram, (w ho was not 
then married.) Madame ue Colbert, Mademoiselle de la 
Vattgnjron, and her sister, the Princess o f BeaulTremont. 
Then there was the Baroness de Montmorenci, and some
